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DETAILED ACTION 

I. Rejection of claims 24-39,42-47,70-76,78-82,86,91 ,96-99,1 17 under 35 USC 112 
1 st paragraph will not be maintained in light of amendment filed 1 1/2/06. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

II. New Rejection set-forth below. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 24-39,42-47,70-76,78-82,86,91,96-99,117 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
112, first paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

For rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, the following factors must be 
considered (In re Wands, 8 USPQ2d 1400, 1404 (CAFC, 1988)): 

1 ) Nature of invention. 

2) State of prior art. 

3) Quantity of experimentation needed to make or use the invention based on 
the content of the disclosure 

4) Level of predictability in the art. 

5) Amount of direction and guidance provided by the inventor. 

6) Existence of working examples. 

7) Breadth of claims. 

8) Level of ordinary skill in the art. 
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See below: 
1 ) Nature of the invention . 

The nature of the invention is to a method of protecting a plant against pathogenic 
or parasitic organisms comprising applying to the plant a composition comprising an oil 
in water emulsion comprising in the oil phase, as an active ingredient, 1 to 1000 ppm 
essential oil derived from Labiatae and Umbellifera and a bacteria degradable by the 
essential oil. The nature of the invention is also to a method of repelling or killing insects 
comprising applying to soil an oil in water emulsion comprising 1 to 1000 ppm essential 
oil derived from Labiatae and Umbellifera and a bacteria degradable by the essential oil. 

3) Quantity of experimentation needed to make or use the invention based on the 
content of the disclosure . 

The quantity of experimentation needed is undue experimentation. One of 
ordinary skill in the art would have to determine bacteria that are degradable by specific 
essential oils. Combine the bacteria with the specific essential oil and determine which 
combinations would be effective in controlling pathogenic or parasitic organisms once 
applied to the soil or plant. Note bacteria degradable by essential oils are not described 
in the specification. 

6) Existence of working examples . 

Specification contains no working examples of a method capable of controlling 
parasitic or pathogenic organisms using an oil in water emulsion comprising an 
essential oil and bacteria degradable by the essential oil once applied to a plant or soil. 

7) Breadth of claims . 
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Claims are extremely broad due to the vast number of possible bacteria and 
essential oils encompassed by the instant invention for controlling parasitic or 
pathogenic organisms.
